Technocracy New? 


It’s As Old As The 


Mechanical Age 


<3, By EDWARD 0, MAYL 


Technocracy really is quite old, al- 
most a# old gs the present mechanica) 
age, or factory system, once hailed as 
the handmaid of civilization. 

Actually the machine age is bare- 
ly 150 yearg old, although mechanicai 
contrivances were employed by the 
ancients. 

While mechanical contrivances 
have been used for the production of 
necessities down through the ages, it 
was not until the latter part of the 
eighteenth century that the possibili- 
ties of the factory or of mass produc- 
tion were discovered. 


It is generally conceded that to the ' 


textile industry of Great Britain be- 
longs the credit for pointing out the 
possibilities of the factory system. 


The First Big Step 

John Kay, inventor of the flying 
shuttle in 1738 miade the first great 
step. A few months later John 
Wyatt invented the spinning machine 
but it was ‘not until 30 years later 
that a barber at Preston, who later 
became Sir Richard Arkwright, per- 
fected the principle of spinning by 
roliers, The names of James Har- 
greaves inventor of the spinining 
jenny and Dr. Edward Cartwright in- 
ventor of the first power loom, are 
also close in alliance with the birth 
of the factory system. 

Instead of being hailed ag the sav- 
iours of mankind, these men met with 
immediate condemnation by the Eng- 
lish cottager, and Hargreaves was #0 
persecuted by his neighbors that he 
was forced to leave his native county 
for Nottingham where he perfected 
his invention. 

Kay's flying shuttle made it possi- 
ble to weave cloth of great width. 


Roller Spinning 


Wyatt perfected a method of spin- 
ning by rollers, expecting that a 
single pair of hands could spin as 
many as a thousand threads. He 
failed to. accomplish more than 
blaze the trail for Arkwright. 

Before the time of the Preston bar- 
ber and Hargreaves, all the work of 
the textile industry was. performed in 
the home of the cotter. Preston sim- 
ply took the methods of Kay ‘and 
Wyatt and became the “father of the 
spinning machine.” , 

From 1764 to 1767 Hargreaves 
worked with his crude machines and 
chen exhibited his spinning jenny by 
which several spindles were driven by 
belts from the same wheel. He was 
thus able to multiply his production 
of yarn, and increase his earning

THE HIT AND RUN MENACE 

It is hardly necessary to say that 
every effort should be made to appre- 
hend motorists who flee from the 
scene of an accident, leaving a victim 
helpless in the road. ‘Such a person 
offends all sense of decency and 
every dictate of civilization. 

One appreciates that for a moment 
a motorist might be panic-stricken 
when he realizes he has struck down 
a fellow-being. But he who yields to 
fear and flees the scene convicts him- 
self of cowardice. But he who, ac- 
tuated only by cunning, leaves a hu- 
man being in distress, is worse than 
a coward. 

An appeal to manhood where there 
ig no manhood is futile. So long as 
there is a possibility of escaping the 
consequences of carelessness there 
will be those who will attempt it. 

The only effective check against 
the hit-and-run driver is increased 
efficiency of the police in ferreting 
out such offenders and a severity of 
the courts that’ will make an at- 
tempted escape a greater hazard 
than stopping after an accident to 
render assistance to the injured and 
face the consequences. For people 
who ‘are actuated by fear make the 


consequences of abandoning a victim ° 


a cause for greater fear. Make it 
clear to the cunning that. ‘their 
greater advantage lies in admitting 
responsibility for the accident if the 
fault is theirs. 

And the public can help abolish the 
hit-and-run driver by letting the mo- 
torist know that should he stop his 
machine he will not become the vic- 
tim of mob violence.

We No Other Arrests 


Joe Murphy, assistant chief of the 
United States secret service, was 
here: and took over the examination 
of Zangara.’ He made no comment 
but police believe Zangara was act- 
ing individually. 

A huge crowd waited until after 
11 o'clock for Mr. Roosevelt to re- 
turn to the train./ The station: is 
just across the street from the sky- 
scraper jail where the prisoner was 
undergoing questioning. The crowd 
dispersed when it became known that 
Roosevelt was not leaving. Police 
precautions were redoubled last night 
but there was no sign of further 
‘trouhile. 

“I am sore at government,” Zan- 
gara is reported to have suid, “‘be- 
cause as a kid I had to work instead 
of going to school, and I am sick 
now ‘hecause I had to work. 


“I am a member of no party. I be- 
lieve that Bolshevism is all right. 

“I have done my own thinking 
and I reached this decision by my- 
self.” 

Mr. Roosevelt had just sat down 
in the back seat of his car. after 
speaking when the firing opened. 
Mayor Gautier of Miami was beside 
him. 

As the shooting echoed in the 
tropical night screams and shouts re- 
sounded. 

“Stop that man—lynch ‘him-—don’'t 
let him Kill Roosevelt,” \were heard. 

It was a woman who first jarred 
the firing arm of the would-be killer

James Galloway of Miami Beach 
grabbed the arm of the shooter. 
George Broadnax, a secret service 
man, and police leaped upon him. 

With an old-fashioned ,.32 calibre 
pistol Guiseppe Zangara shot wildly 
into the crowd gathéred about the 
automobile of Mr. Roosevelt in the 
picturesque Bay Front park just as 
the next president had concluded a 
brief speech. 

Mayor Cermak, standing just be- 
hind the Roosevelt car, was among 
the first hit. A bullet lodged in his 
abdomen and an operation was con- 
templated as physicians reported he 
had a little better than a 50-50 chance 
to live. 


Shocked and Startled 


Shocked and startled by the gun 
play, Mr. Roosevelt waited to pick 
up the Chicago mayor, and sped to 
the ‘hospital with him. He remained 
there to visit the other victims and 
cancelled his train departure for New 
York until today. 

Confusion prevailed for a few min- 
utes as the crowd milled about. Se- 
cret servige men and police pounced 
on the gunman.’ Women screamed. 

Looking back from his car, Roose- 
velt waited for Cermak to be lifted 
into tis car, waved reassuringly to 


the crowd and told those near: “Tell 
them I am all right.” 
Presifept Hoover immediately 


communicated with Mr. Roosevelt by 
wire. He said: 

“Together with every citizen, I re- 
joice that you have not been injured. 
I shall be grateful to you for news 
of Mayor Cermak’s condition.” 

The president-elect replied: 


“I deeply appreciate your message. 
Mayor Cermak is resting but his 
condition is still serious.” 

Gruelling examination of the 
swarthy complexioned, stocky-built 
assassin by secret service men and 
Miami officials brought out a dis- 
connected, weird story. 


According to their account, Zan- 
gara purchased his pistol in a pawn- 
shop here three days ago for $8. He 
told them he intended to kill Presi- 
dent Hoover, but when he read that 
Mr. Roosevelt was coming here he 
decided to give attention to him. 

Police early today took into cus- 
tedy under suspicion Andrea Valenti, 
who lives at the same address as 
Zangara. 

Newspaper clippings found on Zan- 
gara reported the movements of Mr. 
Reosevelt and police said one of the 
clippings told the story of the assas- 
sination of President McKinley.

Cermak sagged to the pavement. 
Mrs. Gill also fell. The victims ap- 
peared stunned. It was the bystand- 
ers who did the shouting and scream- 
ing. Newspapermen and photograph- 
ers were gathered close to the car. 
It was over the shoulder of Rex Saf- 
fer, correspondent of the Associated 
Press bureau in Miami, that the 
shooter had fired. 


Mrs. Cross gave the following ac- 
count: 


“When the president-elect stood up 
to make his speech so many stood 
up in front of me that I couldn't see. 
So I stood up on the benches. ' This 
man stood up with me and the bench 
almost folded up, I looked around. 
Then I saw he had a pistol and he 
began shooting téward the president- 
elect. I grabbed his hand which held 
the pistol and pushed it up in the 
air and called for help. Tom Armour 
also grabbed his hand and we held it 


/up in the air so he couldn't shoot 


any more. By that time some men 
were choking him.” 


Miami citizens were outraged | at 
the attack made on the president- 
elect in their city but there was 
complete order. ‘ 


Police Doubled 


Police details were doubled and 
every precaution exercised. So strong 
was the detail that some of the press 
members of the Roosevelt party were 
temporarily arrested when they 
sought to get back to the Roosevelt 
train. 


The president-elect was calm 
throughout the incident. He went to 
bed aboard the Vincent Astor yacht 
tied to a dock here early today. He 
was deeply affected, however, by the 
wounding of. his friends. 


Police indicated early today after 
lengthy examination of Valenti, who 
was taken into custody on suspicion, 
that they did not believe him identi-
